A very pleasant and instructive 
evening was enjoyed by those who 
were present at the educational 
program given at the Legion Hall 
Monday evening by the local Ma­ 
sonic Lodge. The first part of the 
program was given over to music,

  of which community singing took 
up the greater part. Mr. Williams
-rendered a very fine solo which 
was enjoyed by all. The double 
male quartet favored the audience 
with two selections.

The 'main theme of the evening 
was our public schools. The speak­ 
ers brought out the point that our 
schools were the most American 
institutions that we have. In them 
we take the youths of our land and 
develop them into real Americans 
with a. common ideal. Our schools 
are our hopes of tomorrow.

Startling statistics were given 
showing the surprising number of 
illiterates of our country as being 
far advanced along the number of 
children. Other statistics showed 
the, number of children finishing 
common school, the number finish­ 
ing high school was less than 40 
per cent. The number finishing 
college was below 10 per cent.

Further figures were given show­ 
ing those whose names appeared 
in the book "Who's Who" or a list 
of 500 of our present great men. 
Very few names other than college 
graduates appeared In this book.

There is a great shortage of 
teachers all over the country. The 
average pay of an American school 
teacher is a little over $600 per 
year. It is little wonder that we 
have so few teachers when we 
pay our day laborers more than 
the teachers receive.

The average age of American 
school teachers is somewhere be­ 
tween 17 and 18 years. Should 
these conditions exist In a country 
which boasts of being rich and a 
leader of the world?

Then, too, there is a shortage 
of school buildings everywhere. A 
great number of our American chil­ 
dren can only attend school half 
of the day.

Rev. Orice of San Pedro and H. 
V. Adams of Lomlta brought these 
points home to the audience, along 
with many others which caused us 
all to think. It was a challenge 
to us all as good American citizens. 

Professor Barnett, Mr. Irwln and 
several other* gave short talks. 
Bach In his turn caused us to won­ 
der if we were doing our duty to 
our citizens of tomorrow, our 
Americans whom we expect to carry 
on the work of our great nation 
and make it retain its good name 
as a leader of nations.

With the death of Isaac Burk- 
bart, who passed away Tuesday 
night at his home, 111 West Jef­ 
ferson street, Los Angeles, Torrance 
ranee loses one of its early pioneers, 
who had the courage of his con­ 
victions and invested heavily in 
property here when the town was 
first conceived.

Mr. Burkhart, who was born in 
1840, was one of the first investors 
in Torrance property, a consider­ 
able quantity of which he still re­ 
tained at his death. In addition 
to the Burkhart block on El Prado 
and Sartori, he died possessed oi 
much unimproved business and resi­ 
dence property.

In addition to his widow the de­ 
ceased leaves two sisters and a 
brother, in Ohio; two sons, Frank, 

Los Angeles, and Fred of Tor­ 
rance, the latter a well-known em­ 
ploye of the Union Tool Company 
md owner of the Green Court In 
the southern part of the city.

The funeral of the late pioneer 
will be held today from his late 
lome at 1:30 and from the Central 
Evangelical church at Twelfth and 
Olive streets, Los Angeles at 2
